he looks as if he needed a drink of blood. Slowly Dracula glides 
forward. Frantically the man wonders what to do. Then he does 
what you or I probably have done on numerous occasions when we 
were children. Pulling the covers over his head, he curls up into a 
wombish position, lying very still, knowing if he does not move, 
nothing can harm him. Dracula comes closer, raising his claw hands 
for the kill. 

This is my favorite scene from the first film version of “Dracula”, 
a 1923 German silent movie Nosferatu, directed by F. W. Murnau. 
Besides Carl Dreyer and Roman Polanski, Murnau ts probably the 
only major director to make horror films. His Nosferatu is damn 
scary although dated in many ways. At times the movie drags since 
Murnau insists on recreating in full detail the whole familiar bloodv 


plot. Visually the film is stunning. Murnau employs a moving, fluia 
camera. He also uses trick photography by speeding up the action to 
have Dracula’s coach move faster than anything mortal could, or 


each indiv. flight. 





We now carry a full line 


having Dracula pop out of his coffin like a jack- -out-of-a-box. Murnau 
has a good sense for detail, too. His vampire’s castle is no majestic 
stone building; instead it is a decaying wooden structure, damp and 
dirty—a far more fitting dwelling for a nocturnal blood sucking 
parasite. Sometimes scenes from Nosferatu may seem slightly 
ludicrous such as when Dracula creeps through the city streets, 
coffin under his arm. The humans in the movie seem heipless before 
him. For them there are no wooden stakes or crucifixes to stop 
Dracula. He is an evil plague bringing nightly death. The movie has 
the feel of an eerie nightmare from which there is no escape. 
intellectually you may laugh at Nosferatu, but it has a way of 
seeping into your unconscious, only to be remembered late at night 
when you are lying awake in the dark wondering if it is only the 
wind causing your window shutters to creak. 

Nosferatu is playing this Sunday night, Oct. 31, at Homefront, 
15th and J St., just across from Memorial Auditorium at 8 p.m. The 
cost is 50 cents. What better way could you celebrate Halloween 
than an evening with Count Dracula?

Early this year, a Nationai 
Security Agency computer 
specialist proposed attaching 
miniature electronic tracking 
devices to 20 million Americans. 
The ‘‘transponders” would 
transmit the wearers’ locations 
by radio to a computer and 


could be used “for arrests 
following riots or 
confrontations’’ and for 


“monitoring aliens and political 
sub groups.” 

Such devices seem to be the 
bitter fruits of a rapidly 
developing field, referred to 
euphimistically by its adherents 
as ‘‘Behavioral Engineering.” 
Cne of its chief apostles, 
psychologist Robert S. 
Schwitzgebel, is urging the 
government to consider 
increased use of devices 
““designed to control group 
behavior.’’ Noting that the 
government already spends 
much of its budget on prisons, 
cops, judges, etc. (‘‘social 
control hardware’’), 
Schwitzgebel proposes shifting 
“just a small portion” of the 
defense budget away from the 
development of weaponry to 
““devices for measuring gnd 
positively reinforcing desiyable 
behaviors of large groups.” (The 
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BIG BROTHER] 


government could easily 
accomplish this, he added, 
*“*because 80% of the 
manufacturing assets in the 
United States is controlled by 
about 2,000 of the largest 
corporations.” 

Schwitzgebei may become the 
Father of Big Brother. In 1964 
he proposed and tested a system 
for keeping watch on parolees 
by requiring them to wear small 
electronic devices that would 
continually transmit their 
location to a base station. 

This “electronic rehabilitation 
system” has been developed 
further by Schwitzgebel’s twin 
brother, Ralph, who conducted 
a government subsidized study 
of ‘‘coercive behavior 
modification techniques.”’ 
Published earlier this year, it 
described electronic devices for 
measuring the erection of a penis 


that could be linked to the 
personal transmitters, thus 
providing the capability of 


“precisely monitoring sex 


offenders within the 
community.” 

Barton L. Ingraham of 
Berkeley’s School of 
Criminology, defending the 


implementation of the 
Schwitzgebels’ system, went on

articles appearing in the paper, I

I find it very dogmatic on the 
part of the editor, Scott Burns, 
to place Homecoming last on his 
list as far as promotion and first 
on his list of activities to 
discredit. Whether or not the 
editor or the entire staff of the 
Hornet disagrees with 
Homecoming, it remains their 
duty to promote an activity 
which many students support.

Every possible action was taken 
by the Hornet and the Women’s 
Caucus to discredit the activities. 
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Butt pinching, testicle grabbing, 
editorials and immature behavior 
were all part of the ridiculous, 
frivolous attempts which died 
inaffectively. 

I am quite sure the fold-out on 
the front page of the Hornet,

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Anti-war activities scheduled at 
Sacramento State for November 
1 through 6, were finalized at a 
meeting of the Student 
Mobilization Committee (SMC) 
Tuesday. 

Designed to build support for 
the mass march and rally in San 
Francisco on November 6, the 
week of anti-war actions will 
attempt to mobilize students in 
the movement. 

Veterans for Peace have 
announced that all ex-Gl’s and 
active duty GI's are urged to 
wear their uniforms on campus 
the week of November | 
through 6 to display opposition 
to the war in Southeast Asia. 
Spokesmen for the Vets hope 
that this display will unveil the 
number of students that have 
been directly involved with the 
military and their feelings 
towards the war. 

“You Don’t Have To Buy War 
Mrs. Smith”, the Bess Myerson 
anti-war film will be presented in 
Science 326 on Tuesday, 
November 2 at 4 and 7:30 p.m. 
This film documents the power 
of the military-industrial 
complex and Bess Myerson urges 
consumers to boycott war 
related industries. 

Anti-war activitists plan a 
dramatic display on campus to 
bring the war closer to home for 
studnets on Tuesday. Exact 
details and the location of the 
display were unavailable. 
November 3 has been 
designated as “National Action 
Day” and will include a student 


to suggest that “further control” 
could be achieved through 
recent developments in 
electro-physiology. Not only 
might “‘complete and continuous 
surveillance” of a person who 
had demonstrated “criminal 
tendencies” be possible, but 
‘‘automatic deterrence or 
blocking’’ of the criminal 
activity by electronic 
stimulation of the brain prior to 
the commission of the act is also 
feasible. 

Electronic stimulation of the 
brain can make the prospect of 
human robots, under the control 
of a mad scientist or politician, a 
reality. Electrical impulses 
injected into the brain can 
induce, inhibit or modify such 
phenomena as movement, desire, 
rage, aggression, fear, pain and 
pleasure. 

At the Yale School of 
Medicine, Dr. Jose Delgado has 
implanted radio transceivers into 
the heads of his experimental 
subjects so that he can monitor 
and control their activities and 
emotions from a distant 
location. Computers have 
already been tested on subjects 
in mental ‘‘hospitals”. The 
machines are programmed for 
undesirable behavior and send 
out inhibitory instructions. 


strike according to Ernie Mailot, 
national spokesman for the 
SMC.

One experimenter using such 
electronic stimulation of the 
brain ordered his subject to close 
his hand into a fist. The man 
could not resist.

In “Physical Control of the 
Mind,” Delgado whose work is 
funded in part by the Defense 
Department—predicted that ESB 
could become a “master control 
of human behavior by means of 
man-made plans and 
instruments.” 

Although maintaining law and 
order through brain control 
would “require a government 
with virtually total powers,” 
Ingraham sees several things in 
its favor: 1) it would be 
‘‘completely effective” 2) it 
would obviate the need for the 
“massive changes in the social 
system” necessary if crime were 
to be eliminated, and 3) it 
“would be relatively cheap.”
